RIVERSIDE — The Riverside 
County Board of Supervisors will 
ponder trash dumps in the Palm 
Springs area, during a m eeti|g 
beginning here at 9 a.m. Monday 
The supervisors will hear a pro 
test from the Palm Springs Hotel 
and Apartment Association protest 
ing a dump area east of Highway 
111 north of Palm Springs. The 
association, headed by Dr. Sher 
man Dickinson, maintains that the 
dump in the area near the state 
road maintenance camp, injuries 
the approach to the exclusive des­ 
ert resort town. 
A report by Sheriff Joe Rice 
on complaints of illegal dumping 
in the Palm Springs area will 
come to the supervisors before 
the hotelmen’s ¿etter. Desert area 
residents have complained t h a t 
trash lost from trucks headed to 
the county dump east of the city, 
and intentional dumping of trash 
have littered the city outskirts. 
The supervisors will hear a re­ 
quest from the Desert Hot Springs 
Chamber of Commerce asking al­ 
lowance of $3,500 for palm tree 
lighting by the DHS Lighting Dis­ 
trict.

K's Kisses 
Reward for 
Cosmonauts 


MOSCOW (UPI) - The Soviet 
Limen welcomed its record-setting 
space twi ,n 
today with kisses 
from Prenu r Nikita Khrushchev, 
the cheers if thousands of Rus­ 
sians, and the launching of anoth­ 
er unmanni I satellite. 
Khrushchev returned from his 
vaoation retreat on the Black Sea 
to greet Maj. Andrian Nikolavev 
32, and Li Col. Pavel Popovich, 
31. at Moscow’s Vnukovo Airport 
The premier, beaming like a 
proud father, kissed both on the 
mouth in the Russian fashion, as 
did President Leonid Brezhnev 
and Presidí am members Anastas 
Mikoyan, Frol Koslov and Alexei 
Kosygin. 
Emotional embraces also were 
exchanged bv the two cosmonauts 
wiih members of their families 
who waited at the airport with a 
huge crowd, most of whom were 
dressed in their Sunday best for 
the occasion. 
In his speech welcoming the cos­ 
monauts Khrushchev used the oc­ 
casion to demand again the sign- 
ng of a German peace treaty 
and removal of Western forces 
from Berlin. And again, he set 
no time limit for the signing of 
such a treaty, but in a switch 
from his most recent position he 
said NATO troops should not be 
allowed in West 
Berlin, even 
under the United Nations flag. A 
month ago the Soviet premier had 
said he would be willing to have 
a joint NATO-Warsaw Pact force 
in West Berlin. 
Shortly before :he cosmonauts 
flew in from a town on the Volga 
River for the welcome—highlight­ 
ed by a massive ceremony at Red 
Square—Tass news agency an­ 
nounced the successful launching 
of the eighth in the Soviet series 
of Cosmos unmanned satellites.

Symington entered the hospital 
Friday nigh: for a hernia opera­ 
tion which he has been putting 
off for some time. Physical dis­ 
comfort gnawed him during his 
furious battle over stockpile prof­ 
its with the former Treasury sec­ 
retary Friday. 
Humphrey, returning to Cleve­ 
land. delivered a parting blast at 
the Mis«our: Democrat’s "bias" 
and "disregard" for Republicans 
on the Senate stockpile investigat­ 
ing subcommittee. 


The former cabinet officer said 
it was unfortunate that Syming­ 
ton's hearings into stockpiic con­ 
tracts held by Humphrey’s Hanna 
Mining Co. were not cotduded in 
"a atmosphere of consideration, 
dignity and fairness " 
The stockpile hearings were ad­ 
journed 
until 
further 
notice. 
Sources said there would be 
further investigation of Hanna 
and 
probably 
more testimony 
from Humphrey when the hear­ 
ings resume. 
Humphrey advised Symington 
to cool off. He said he would 
await "further advices” from the 
subcommittee. 
In turn. Symington let it be 
known that he regarded the home­ 
spun. 72-ytar-oid Cleveland indus­ 


trialist as contemptuous, arrogant 
and evasive under questioning. 
“'This bird has no respect for 
civil servants or for the Senate 
and no feeling for the little peo­ 
ple of the world.” the senator told 
his aides privately. 
According to Symington’s read­ 
ing of earlier testimony, Hanna 
earned $15 million before taxes 
on mining costs of $11.2 million 
plus "windfalls” of up to $10 mil­ 
lion. Humphrey says the company 
earned a "reasonable" $7.5 mil­ 
lion after taxes in seven years. 
In Symington’s view, Humph­ 
rey m ide speeches instead of sn- 
swering questions through part of 
his 5-hour stint before the sub­ 
committee Thursday.

Can Revive 


Blossoms 


H ere are some hints for flower 
arrangers: 


T o revive weary 
flower 
blos- 
eoms, try using a household de­ 
tergent. Mix a level teaspoonful 
of detergent In a quart of water, 
and let the flower stems soak in 
it for an hour. Then place the 
stems in a quart of fresh water 
into which a chemical preserva­ 
tive has been added, or six tea- 
•poonsful of sugar and 
one 
of 
Vinegar. 


To determine how tall to make 
a flower arrangement for the cen­ 
ter of a dining room table, use 
this “ rule of thum b"? Place your 
elbow on the table in front of the 
arrangement and clench your fist. 
The flowers should be no higher 
than your fist, 
to permit cross­ 
table conversation. 


If you doubt your judgment on 
flower color combinations, follow 
these general 
rules: 
It's always 
safe to combine pink with laven­ 
der, 
white, lime, or blue: 
blue 
with white, dark green, shrimp, 
or yellow. Green goes well with 
any flower color because m o s t 
flowers have green foliage. Deep 
shades oí any color look well with 
light shades of any directly con­ 
trasting color, such as deep blue 
with pale green.
